EOSTRE 

The Javanese Gamelan has become a deeply meaningful force in my life since coming to 
Cornish. I never felt kinship with the orchestra as a musical ensemble, but I feel deeply 
connected to these instruments and the rhythmic and melodic beauty that springs from it. I 
feel honored to have been a part of Gamelan Pacifica and to have played with such amazing 
musicians that you see here tonight. Jessika Kenney sings the text I have written about 
Eostre, the pagan goddess of Spring from which the Easter celebration comes. 

Dawn! 

Radiant joyful dawn! 

The hares carry beams of her light 

Upon fields, these fertile arcs of green 

We the roving

We look upon the face of dawn

While exploring the origin and ritual of Easter, I found the image of the paschal candle, 
emanating light from its flame. I found the Judeo/Christian/Pagan crossover with these 
holidays and mythologies to be a reflection of my own mixed roots. My recent exploration of 
my own Jewish heritage and different Jewish musics has been exciting and artistically 
stimulating for me. The trio tonight have given this piece a kind of energy and spirit I hadn't 
known existed when I began writing for the trio. 



CLOUDSEEDING 

In 1938 in this very auditorium, John Cage premiered the use of the prepared piano (prepared 
meaning objects placed between the strings to achieve new sounds). After studying the 
legacy of Cage, it seems only natural for me to follow his tradition with the prepared electric 
guitar. This piece is a structured improvisation based on the concept of cloud seeding, the 
process of injecting silver iodide into clouds to modify weather patterns. For me this is about 
as unnatural and frightening of a concept that has always intrigued me from an environmental 
standpoint. The music starts atmospheric with only a few sparse molecules, then slowly builds 
as the chemicals begin to bond and mutate, eventually creating the unnatural storm. 

notes from the filmmaker: 

This is Cloudseed. It is but one little molecule, in a floating sea of raw cloudseed-particle- 
muck. It is about cloud seeding. It is also about MAN and NATURE inspiring eachother. MAN 
can never give NATURE what MAN thinks NATURE wants. Salt is becoming more popular.
